KANSAS LAW WITHSTANDS 
"AGENCY SHOP" ASSAULT 


Last Monday’s Supreme Court action in the Kansas “agen­ 
cy shop" case is viewed by the National Committee as an 
added stimulus to the increasing number of campaigns for 
state Right to Work laws. The court refused the petition of 
Jimmy Hoffa’s Teamsters Union for a hearing on the Kan­ 
sas Supreme Court’s decision outlawing the “agency shop,” 
a relatively new gimmick which, if legalized, would permit a 
union and an employer to join in forcing non-union workers 
to pay fees to the union in order to work at their jobs—in 
spite of a state Right to Work law. 
“This Supreme Court action removed a cloud of doubt 
which had been cast over the full effectiveness of state 
Right to Work laws by the September 29 about-face rulintr 
of the National Labor Relations Board in the Indiana ‘agency 
shop' case,” Reed Larson, Executive Vice President, said in 
a news release. “It enhanced and strengthened the jurisdic­ 
tion of Right to Work laws in 19 states. 
The National Committee considers two further observa­ 
tions to be noteworthy: 
1. The fact that the case was initiated by rank-and-file 
workers against both the union and their employer demon­ 
strates the growing determination of working people to re­ 
gain the freedom Liken from them by contracts between 
union agents and employers. Three non-union employees of 
the Cardinal Manufacturing Company, Kansas City, Kansas, 
personally filed the suit against “agency shop” coercion— 
Floyd M. Higgins, Oscar Waddell and Mrs. Juanita Lamuel. 
Mrs. Lamuel is a member of the Board of Directors of the 
National Right to Work Committee. 
2. The nature of the Teamsters’ petition to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, particularly in view' of the politically-motivat­ 
ed NLRB reversal in the Indiana “agency shop" case, is of 
great significance. The Teamsters boldly urged the high 
court to deprive the states of jurisdiction over the “agency 
shop" issue—both in the state legislatures and the state 
courts. In effect, the Teamsters wanted to invalidate the 
Kansas Constitution. The Hoffa union also requested that 
the Court clothe the NLRB with pow'er to determine the 
legality of the “agency shop" arrangement—regardless ot 
state Righl to Work laws. 
Further Moves Toward “Laborism” Seen 
“This is the route to dictatorship, the attempt to circum­ 
vent the will of the people and their state governments by 
reaching otherwise unobtainable ends through Federal court 
action or Federal administrative bodies far removed from 
the control of the people at the grass roots,” Mr. Larson 
said. “This is ‘laborism’ in action. 
“This latest maneuver of the Teamsters falls into a pat­ 
tern, appears to be part of a master plan, and signals a con­ 
tinuing attack on the pow’er of the electorate in our Republic. 
“It is reassuring to point out," Mr. Larson added, “that 
the present refusal of the Supreme Court to review' the Kan­ 
sas case provides an added bulwark to the Right to Work

“Life of John Birch.’ 
“Do you consider," he demand­ 
ed, “ that from page 45 on this is 
factual. I have spot-checked, and 
i read nothing but a series of al­ 
legations against people, of gov­ 
ernment o f f i c i a l s , 
General 
(George) 
Marshall, 
casting 
as­ 
persions on his character and his 
motivation. 
I don’t consider it 
factual. I think it is inflamma­ 
tory. Now do you consider that 
this is the proper type of m ate­ 
rial to indoctrinate troops with, 
to question 
the top leadership 
of their government?” 
Again, no answer from Walker. 
When 
he described

communist program 
as “psycho­ 
logical w arfare,” Brown remind­ 
ed him drily that psychological 
warfare “is for use against the 
enemy, not your own troops.” 
Waiker also tried to blame the 
program upon his staff.

“ I am not 
interested, General 
Brown,” snorted Walker. 
Brown suggested again that he 
consult the text. 
“I have no need for further in­ 
formation.” snauped Walker. 
Birch House Guests 
Gen. Walker not only brought 
in John Birch leaders to lecture 
to 
his 
troops, 
but 
entertamed 
them as his house guests. They 
attacked 
everything 
from 
the 
Protestant clergy to the Supreme 
Court in language that can only 
be 
described 
as 
"crackpot’’. 
They flailed some of America's 
most respected leaders as “ Com­ 
munists” and “traitors.” 
Walker gave speeches of his 
own denouncing President Ken­ 
nedy, Vice President Johnson, for­ 
mer President Truman, USIA di­ 
rector Edward R. Murrow, Elea­ 
nor Roosevelt, and other distin­ 
guished Americans.

KANSAS LAW WITHSTANDS 
-AGENCY SHOP” ASSAULT 


Last Monday’s Supreme Court action in the Kansas “agen­ 
cy shop” case is viewed by the National Committee as an 
added stimulus to the increasing number of campaigns for 
state Right to Work laws. The court refused the petition of 
Jimmy Hoffa’s Teamsters Union for a hearing on the Kan­ 
sas Supreme Court’s decision outlawing the “agency shop,” 
a relatively new gimmick which, if legalized, would permit a 
union and an employer to join in forcing non-union workers 
to pay fees to the union in order to work at their jobs— in 
spite of a state Right to Work law. 
“This Supreme Court action removed a cloud of doubt 
■which had been cast over the full effectiveness of state 
Right to Work laws by the September 
about-face nill nor 
of the National Libor Relations Board in the Indiana ‘agency 
shop' case,” Reed Larson, Executive Vice President, said in 
a news release. “It enhanced and strengthened the jurisdic­ 
tion of Right to Work laws in 19 states. 
The National Committee considers two further observa­ 
tions to be noteworthy: 
1. The fact that the case was initiated by rank-and-file 
workers against both the union and their employer demon­ 
strates the growing determination of working people to re­ 
gain the freedom taken from them by contracts between 
union agents and employers. Three non-union employees of 
the Cardinal Manufacturing Company, Kansas City, Kansas, 
personally filed the suit against “agency shop” coercion— 
Floyd M. Higgins, Oscar Waddell and Mrs. Juanita Lamuel. 
Mrs. Lamuel is a member of the Board of Directors of the 
National Right to Work Committee. 
2. The nature of the Teamsters' petition to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, particularly in view' of the politically-motivat­ 
ed NLRB reversal in the Indiana “agency shop” case, is of 
great significance. The Teamsters boldly urged the high 
court to deprive the states of jurisdiction over the “agency 
shop’’ issue—both in the state legislatures and the state 
courts. In effect, the Teamsters wanted to invalidate the 
Kansas Constitution. The Hoffa union also requested that 
the Court clothe the NLRB with power to determine the 
legality of the “agency shop” arrangement—regardless ot 
state Right to Work laws. 
Further Moves Toward “Laborism” Seen 
“This is the route to dictatorship, the attempt to circum­ 
vent the will of the people and their state governments by 
reaching otherwise unobtainable ends through Federal court 
action or Federal administrative bodies far removed from 
the control of the people at the grass roots,” Mr. Larson 
said. “This ii ‘iaborism* in action. 
“This latest maneuver of the Teamsters falls into a pat­ 
tern, appears to be part of a master plan, and signals a con­ 
tinuing attack on the power of the electorate in our Republic. 
“It is reassuring to point out,” Mr. Larson added, “that 
the present refusal of the Supreme Court to review' the Kan­ 
sas case provides an added bulwark to the Right to Work 
•tales to prohibit all forms of compulsory unionism.”
